His left arm was in a slink', and his right arm
was a little stiff, the result of that ti«ly
wound in the shoulder, in which the ball is
still lodged. The wounds in the left arm
are healing nicely, and the bones in the
elbow knitting perfectly. The conlliieroeat
has caused Emblen to. lose a little flesh,
but be is in a comfortable mood, and ex¬

pects to be at work again In a few weeks.

effect that your wife has been btstowiHg her
favors on eeveral other men before she had
anything to do with Baldwin?"
"Well, I bad never suspected anything of

the kind before the shooting, but now that 1
look back I can see several suspicious ac¬
tions."

ing about, as the reports say you have ?"
"No, sir. nothing of the sort. By the way,

the reports abont who mad* the first assault
out at Juughaua' tliat nigh t,I th nkjhave beer
a Utile vague. vVben I opened the door ol
that bedroom he was behind the door, and
fired the first shot from there. Then 1 hil
him with a light poker, and when he waj
once down, I triedV fencing with the pokei
to keep the shot from my breast."

4 One morning recently, Gray Latham, Prof.

Latham's second son, went with a new and
strange cadet to show the latter the way
to the room of young O'Brien, to whom he
had been sent to carry a military order.
Young Latham knocked at the door, and in
response O'Brien threw a bucket of filthy
water on him from on upper window. Later
in the day young Latham met O'Brien in a
store and quietly asked him if he threw the
slop on him intentionally. O'Brien refused
to give any satisfactory reply. At this young
Latham cursed him, when O'Brien seised
him and pushed him from the store, breaking
the glass door of the store in doing bo.

When placing the t mbers preparatory to be¬
ginning the masonry work, an immense
amount of the alluvial soil of which the high
bank is composed slid in, burying the tim¬
bers and filling the excavation to a consider-1
able depth.

The
gentleman proceeded to "enlighten" as fol¬
lows: "Well there was eight or tho miners
who did not join iu the strike, but continued
at work during tbe entire strike at the old
price, so when the strike ended the other
miners, those that belong to the union, re¬
fused to go to work until theeight "scabs"
were dr'ven out of the mines. All of
the eight men had families aad
occupied houBee belonging to the works.
The company did not like to do it, but the
union men insisted and the men were dis¬
charged, and notified to give up the houses at
once. The wont feature in the case is, these
men will not be perm ttcd to work in any of
the mines in this vicinity, but will be com¬
pelled to go to some place where they are not
known.,' The reporter's informaut excul¬
pates the Messrs. 8naQers from all blame in
tbe matter, and says it it was with the great¬
est reluctance that they acceded to tbe de-
maud of tbe miners, but tbe only alternative
left them was either to work their miuesat
this busy season of tbe year with the eight
men, or send them adrift. Neither does he
censure tbe individual miners, as they only
acted in compliance with one of the rules of
tbe Union.
